Redevelopment underway 


Plans to redevelop the Bar Hill Vil- 
lage Centre are now underway. Work 
started at the end of October and will 
continue in phases until completion 
which is expected to be early 2001. 


The new development will provide 
Bar Hill with a new Tesco ‘Extra’ store, 
more shopping units, a new public 
house, and extra car parking. ‘Extra’ is 
anew and innovative shopping concept 
designed to offer the largest variety of 
goods to customers providing extra 
choice, value and service. It will fea- 
ture the very latest and up to date ser- 
vices, products and technology. There 
are only six Tesco ‘Extra’ stores in the 
country. 

‘RG Carter Commercial’ are the 
construction company leading the 
project for Tesco. To ensure the devel- 
opment programme runs as smoothly 
as possible work will be broken down 
into stages. 

Otto Dietz, Tesco store manager, 
said ‘It is a very big project and our 
aim is to bring a bright and exciting cen- 
tre to Bar Hill. We hope everyone will 
work with us and the other retailers in 
the Mall during construction.’

In arace against time 
and temperature, particularly for those 
that have been bom this year, they were 
and still are eating as muchas possible 
in order to store up valuable fat sup- 
plies for the hungry months to come. 


For a few animals, the winter is just 
too cold to continue life as normal. Their 
body temperature drops, their heart rate 
slows drastically and they go into hi- 
bernation. This is not technically sleep 
but a state of torpor. 

Hedgehogs hibernate in nests made 
of leaves and grass. They usually have 
more than one nest as they will move at 
least once during the winter. Hedgehogs 
normally start hibemation in October but 
younger hedgehogs can still be active 
as late as December in the hunt for 
food. 

Dormice also usually hibernate from 
October to April, but if the weather 
during summer is bad, they may also 
go into hibemation then too! Their name 
comes from this remarkable ability to 
‘sleep’, as seen at the Mad Hatter’s Tea 
Party. 

Badgers however do not truly hiber- 
nate. They are still awake but less ac- 
tive. In fact they can go without food 
for several days and will remain under- 
ground in their setts for great lengths of 
time, particularly during severe frosts.

So, next time your Bar Hill News 
arrives late, spare a thought for those 
who give their time freely to produce it 
and instead of complaining, perhaps you 
could offer your services. 


Look out in next month’s BHN for 
details of our AGM in January, where 
we will not only be thanking our helpers 
by providing some food and wine, but 
we would like as many village residents 
as possible to come and show us their 
support. 

You won’t be “conned into” joining 
the committee, although we really do 
need some more members, especially 
some of the “younger element” and we 
certainly wouldn’t say no if you were to 
offer!
